_ Heirs of their Bodies, and alſo the Tenants and Reſidents upon thoſe 
Lands and Fees, which belonged unto Heut, Earl of Lancaſter, (Fa- 
ther of the ſaid Heu), late Duke of Lancaſter) upon the Seventh 
Day of May, in the Sixteenth Year of his Reign, ſhould for ever be 
| freed and diſcharged, of, and from the Payment of all Manner of 
Toll, of what Kind or Nature ſoever, throughout the whole Kingdom. 
And afterwards, the ſaid King erected the ſaid County of Lan- 
caſter, into a County Palatine, and by his Charter, (wherein he 
ſets forth the great Abilities the ſaid Duke was poſſeſſed of, and 
of the Services he had done to his Country, Abroad and at Home, 
both in War and Peace) granted the ſame unto the ſaid Duke, for 
the Term of his Life, and did alſo Honour him with the Jura Rega. 
lia therein, and all other Regal Rights and Royalties, belonging to a 
County Palatine, to hold and enjoy the ſame, for the {aid Term, in as 
full, ample, and beneficial Manner, as the Earl of Cheſter then held 
and enjoyed within that County; by Virtue whereof he became a

yond the Seas in Exile, having about a Lear before been baniſhed | 
the Realm for five Years, by the ſaid King, on Account of a Quar- 
rel which happened betwixt him and the Duke of Norfolk; and the 
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Ling taking Advantage of his Abſence, and the Misfortune he had 
aid him under, both contrary to his own Promiſe, and alſo againſt 
all the Rules of Law and Juſtice, ſeized upon all the Eſtate the ſaid 

Duke his Father dyed poſſeſſed of, and fully determined to convert 


the ſame to his own Uſe, and to baniſh him the Realm for ever. 
The Duke having Information of theſe unjuſt and exorbitant 


Proceedings againſt him, and being deſirous to divert the impending 
Storm, which ſeemed to threaten utter Ruin unte him and his 
Poſterity, with ſome few Friends and Followers of his Fortune, 


returned into Exgland, and being joined by his Kinfmen, the Earls 
of Northumberland and Weſtmoreland, and a great many others of 
the Nobility and Gentry, raiſed, in a ſhort Time, a very conſide- 
rable Army, amounting to above Sixty Thouſand Men: The King 

was at that Time upon an Expedition in Tre/azd, to chaſtiſe that 
Nation for having revolted and {lain his Kinſman Roger, Earl of 


March, their Governor. And the Duke of Tork, whom the King 
had appointed Governor of e in his Abſence, altho' he uſed 


his Endeavours to raiſe Forces for the King, yet he could gain but 


mall Aſſiſtance, the Nation being exaſperated againſt him, both * 


on the Duke's and other Accounts, he therefore ſent to the King 
Ito haſten his Return, but he delay'd ſo long, that at his Landing, 
he found what Army the Duke of Tork had got together were diſ- 
7 perſed and gone Home; and finding himſelf forſaken by moſt of his 
former Friends, and in no Capacity to oppoſe the ſaid Duke, he pri- 
[4 vately withdrew and concealed himſelf; but the Duke found Means 
to get him into his Cuſtody, and forthwith ſent him under a ſtrong 


| Guard to the Tower, where he was kept Priſoner until he executed 
an Inſtrument in Writing, whereby he reſigned all his Right and 


Title to the Crown; upon which the Duke claimed the fame in his 


own Right, which being allowed of by both Houſes of Parliament, 


then aſſembled, he was proclaimed King, by the Name and Stile of 
4 King Hezry the Fourth, upon the 29th Day of September, 1399, - 


And after he had obtained the Crown as aforeſaid, he took it into 
his Conſideration, That all the Eftates, Lands, and - Tenements 


[4 whatſoever, which deſcended unto him, upon the Deceaſe of his 


Father, or which he was any other ways intituled unto, would by 


8 7 reaſon. of his taking upon himſelf the Crown and Dignity, as afore- 
faid, by the Laws of the Land, become veſted in the Crown, and 
at his Deceaſe, deſcend unto þis Succeſſors, Kings of England, if 
- timely care was not taken to prevent the fame, which he was deſi-

rous to do, and that they ſhonld at his Death deſcend unto his. right 
Heirs, in the ſame State and Condition as they deſcended and tell 
unto him (as appears by the Words in the Charter hereafter men- 
tioned ) well knowing he had q much better-Title thereto, than to 
the Crown, which had been in Parliament, in the Ninth of the late 
King, ſettled, (in Caſe the ſaid King ſhould dye without Iſſue) upon 
the {aid Roger, Earl of March, who was the Eldeſt Son and Heir of 
_ Phillippa, the only Child of Lionel, Duke of Clarence, the Third 
Son of King Edward the Third: Therefore to put an effectual Bar 
to ſuch Deſcent as aforeſaid, he did, in the Firſt Year of his Reign, 
diſſever the ſame from the Crown, and annexed them unto his Duchy | 
of Lancaſter; and by his Charter, then made with Conſent of his 
Parliament, did Grant, Decree, and Ordain, for himſelf, and his 
Heirs, that the ſaid Duchy of. Lancaſter, and alſo all and ſingular 
other his Counties, Honors, Manors, Fees, Poſſeſſions, and Lord- 
ſhips whatſoever, and whereſoever, wherein he had any Eſtate of 


Inheritance in Poſſeſſion, Reverſion, or Remainder, before he at- 


_ tained unto his ſaid Kingly State and Dignity, ſhould continue and 
remain to himſelf for Lite, and afterwards deſcend unto his own 
right Heirs for ever, in the ſame State and Condition as they de- 
ſcended and fell unto him, from his Anceſtors and Predeceſſors, Earls 
and Dukes of Lancaſter. And alſo, that as well within the ſaid 
Duchy of Lancaſter, as in all and ſingular other the Premiſes before- 


mentioned, all ſuch Liberties, Jura Regalia, Cuſtoms, and Franchi-

ſes, in all Things, and over all Perſons whatſoever, ſhould befor | 
ever exerciſed, had, and enjoyed; and by ſuch Officers, and Mini- 
ſters adminiſtered, directed, and executed, as were uſed, and ac 
cuſtomed to be, in the Time of his ſaid Anceſtors and Predeceſſors. 
And he did alſo at the ſame Time, and by the ſame Authority, 
further Grant, Decree, and Ordain, for himſelf and his Heirs, that 
all fuch Priviledges, Profits, Advantages, and Immunities, whatſoe- 


ver, which were granted by the faid late King Richard, unto the. - | 


ſaid Duke his Father only, for the faid Term of his Life, as afore-

And in this State and Condition the Duchy remained, until 1461, 
when Edward the Fourth, next Heir of the Houſe of York, having, 


after a long, doubtful, and bloody War, prevailed againſt, and de- 


throned King Henry the Sixth, Grandſon of the ſaid King Henry the 
Fourth, he cauſed him to be attainted in Parliament of High Trea- 
ſon, after which he ſeized upon his Duchy of Laxcaſier, and all 


_ other the Eſtates annexed thereunto, as aforeſaid, and appropriated 


the ſame, (as it was then termed) to the Uſe of the Crown; that 
is he ſettled the ſame by Act of Parliament upon himſelf and his 


Heirs, Kings of England, for ever: But it is plain he had no Intent 


to invade, or infringe, or in any wiſe diſturb the Officers, Miniſters, 


Tenants, and Inhabitants thereof, but on the contrary, to confirm 


and protect them in all their ancient Rights, Properties, and Privi- 
leges; for in the ſaid Act there is a Clauſe, in theſe Words, or to 
the like Effect, WES .

An ACCOUNT of the Honor of TUT3BURY, 
and how, and by whom, the Offices of Clerk of the 


Market, hath been executed therein. 


HAT the ſaid Honor was formerly the Eſtate, and Inhe- 
ritance, of Edmund Plaut agenet, called Crouchback, (not 
from any Deformity, but becauſe he wore the Croſs vul- | 
"4 * garly called the Crouch, upon his Back, having taken upon 
him the Cr#/ado) the Second Son of King Hexry the Third, (the 
Firſt'Earl of Lancaſter) and deſcended to his Poſterity, Earls and 
Dukes of Lancaſter, and was by King Heury the Fourth, annexed 
to the Duchy of Lancaſter, as atoreſaid. OT 
And that the Fee Simple, and Right of Inheritance, of, and in the 
Offices of Feodary, and Bailiff, Eſcheator, Clerk of the Market, and 
' Coroner, in all Places, within the ſaid Honor, was, and hath ever 
ſince the time of King Edward the iſt, been Hereditary in the antient 
Family of the Agard's of Foſton, in the County of Derby, and hath 
been conſtantly executed by them & their Deputies, appears very evi- 
dently, and beyond Diſpute, by many ancient and authentick Records. 
The faid Honor branches into the ſeveral Counties of Stafford, 
Derby, Nettingham, Leiceſter and Warwick, and doth therein con- 
tain above Two Hundred Conſtableries, and hath (Time immemo- 
rial) been divided into Twelve Parts or Diviſions, and it hath 
been a Cuſtom (Time whereof the Memory of Man is not to the 
_ contrary ) for the Heirs and. Deſcendants of the ſaid Family, as 
Clerks of the Market, for the ſaid Honor, to keep at their own 
proper Coſt and Charge, a Court, or Seſſions, twice a Year, in e- 
very ſuch Diviſion, at ſuch Time and Place, 'as they judged moſt 
convenient for the reſt of the Inhabitgats to reſort to 
And previous thereto, did . ſend forth their Warrants, directed 
unto all, and ſingular, the Conſtables and Headboroughs, within 
ſuch Diviſions, thereby requiring them to give ſufficient Warning, 
unto all Perſons within their reſpective Liberties, who keep and 4 
uſe Weights, and Meaſures, to appear before them, or their awful 
Deputies, with their Weights and Meaſures, at a certain Time and 
Place, to be examined by his Majeſty's Standard of the Exchequer; 
and to ſummon two ſubſtantial Perſons, to. ſerve on the Juty, to 
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in the ſaid Honor, and to appear there themſelves, and teſtify upon 
Oath, the due Execution of ſuch Precept. * =

That the Perſons ſo warned, and ſummoned, did accordingly ap- 
| _ pear, and a Jury was impannelled, and ſworn, and when they found 
any Perſons guilty of ſuch Crimes, and Miſdemeanors, as were 
cognizable in the ſaid Court, they did preſent them, and when they 
were convicted thereof, the Clerk of the Market, or his Deputy, 
ſet Fines upon them, according to the Nature of the Offence. ' 
And if it ſo happen'd, that any of the Conſtables, or Headbo- 
roughs, did not appear, or were negligent in their Duty, the ſaid 
Clerks of che Market, or their Deputies, did alſo fer Fines upon 
chem; which was uſually upon a Conſtable, or Headborough,

| Effreats of all which Fines, together with all other Fines and 
T Amerciaments ſet in the ſaid Courts, were made forth by the ſaid

the ſaid Mr. Agard's their Aſſignees, or Deputies, being Bailiffs 
and Feodaries of the ſaid Honor, {and conſequently ) Officers and 
Miniſters of the ſaid Duke, or were returned into his Majeſty's 
Court of Exchequer, or into his Court of Duchy at Weſtminſter, and 
levied by Proceſs out of thoſe Courts for his Majeſty's Uſe, in
